OPIUM AT NANKING. 

-Mr. Goffe, H.B,M.’s Consul at Nanking, in his 
Report for 1909, writes:— - 


In the absence of any author itative ‘statiatics 
it is difficult to estimate the amount. of foreign 
opiam which enters the port, but, from figures 
supplied me from various sources, I am inclined, 
tothiik that the import. daring 1909" cannot. be 
far short of 1,100 EB igehioes ewts.). This is 
the largest recorded since the. opening of the 
port to foreign trade in 1899, the nearest 
approach to it being in 1904 and 1907, whon 
the import was just under 1,00% piculs. The 
ineronso is probably due to dealers increasing 
their stocks in anticipation of a rise in the price 
owing to reduced imports from. India. Indian 
opin, moreover, is principally smoked by the 
woll-to-do, and it is not unlikely that ihe redue- 
tion in the number of those addicted to the use of 
the drug, which has undoubtedly takén place, is, 
principally confined to the poorer. classes, who 
now find even the cheaper native article boyond 
their means. - 

’ With regard to native opium it is impossible 
to give any reliable figures, but it is certain 
that the annual consumption has considerably 
fallen off during the past two or throa yoars, 
principally owing to decreased production and 
increased taxation. . . 
. ‘Writing in 1901 the Commissioner of Customs 
says, “I have unfortunately no statistics to 
prove how much native opiunr has gained gtound 
in the last decadoin Nanking: ; but, from bang 
practically unknown in 1867, it-lne caught up 
and passed its foreign rival, and its consumption 
exceeds that of foreign opium by some hundreds 
of piculs every year. Tho annual ecnsumption 
of native opinm in Nanking may be placed some- 
where between 1,000 snd 1500 picals, of which, 
in anormal year, about 50 per cent., would be 
drawn from Hau-Choa (Chiangsu)}, 42 per sent. 
from Szechuen, and tho halance, 8 per cont., 
from Yunnan. -- aa Ge te 
There is very little, if any, opium now grown 
in this provinces, and neneat Hsu Chou, which 
was until recently the chief producing: centro, 
Most of tha native opium pow consumed - in 
Nanking is ssid to come from Housn provined, 
During tho past two years the price of foreign 
opium has increased by nearly 60 per cent.
